An ordinance levying and assess­ 
ing a special tax charging the re­ 
spective lots and parcels of land in

City Engineer Eckm an tendered his 
report of the com pletion of Gilkerson 
and Levy’s sew er contract, and read 
the assessm ent of every block and 
lot hit by the above m entioned ordi­ 
nance. The total assessm ent proved 
to be $ 1 ,803.83, and the total area 
1,S08,257 square feet. The price per 
square feet is $0043155—“figgered” to 
a fine point, isn ’t it? 
Bills Approved. 
Last night was not the night on 
w liich to work on the bills but some 
were overlooked last Monday night 
so they were approved. They were 
as follow’s : J. OB.

Alderm an G rigsby rem em bered 
as hearing City C lerk Jones make the 
rem ark some tim e ago th at he would 
sw ear the fellows free if the city 
would purchase his comm ission and 
seal. It didn't take the council long 
to see th at such a proposition would 
be a money saving one, so a motion 
carried to buy the commission 
and seal.

Every bill against the city m ust be 
sw orn to before a notary and for a 
while the one presenting the bill had 
to 
pay 
for 
the 
acknowledgm ent. 
'When they paid for it, however, the 
city paid for it too, as the p ice of 
the acknow ledgm ent was alw ays in­ 
cluded in the bill. 
Then the City Paid It. 
The city soon began the paym ent 
of the acknow ledgm ent and it was no 
longer added 
to 
the 
bill.

“sw earings” and put in his bill for 
the work last night! He charged but 
12 1-2 cents—half price— which was 
perfectly satisfactory to the coun­ 
cil, as they expected him to have 
pay for his labors, but when the work 
is done for nothing, thereby saving 
12 1-2 cents on each bill, it saves the 
city some little money. 
The judge stated, in explanation, 
th at he did not desire to charge for 
the wo k but as the pity did not 
furnish him ink, pens or anything 
else, he thought

som ething for it.

Fight Takes Place In Mountains Near 


Wilburton—City Marshal Shot 


In Lungs. 


FRAND FIELD APPOINTED. 


G uthrie, Ok., Feb. *15.—-Frank Field 
for several years rep o rter on the 
Daily Leader, has 
been 
appointed 
statistical clerk to the State Board 
of A griculture, succeeding Joe L. Mc- 
Keown, who goes to S tillw ater as 
financial secretary for the A gricul­ 
tu ral and M echanical ccdlegeTvThat 
place was made vacant by the resig­ 
nation of M. J. Oney, who goes into 
the banking business. 


W ilburton, Ok., Feb. 15.—In a bat­ 
tle fought between officers f om this 
place and two outlaw s, who were lo­ 
cated in the m ountains, four miles 
east of here, about noon yesterday, 
one of the outlaw s was instantly kill­ 
ed and City M arshal Dave Nowlin of 
W ilburton 
was 
shot 
through 
the 
lungs. At an early hour this m orning 
it was reported to Sheriff Fred Law­ 
rence of this place th at two men had 
been located in the m ountains, and 
th at they w ere heavil yarm ed. The 
office s had been on the lookout for 
the men who robbed the bank at Wis­ 
ter, th irty m iles east of here, last 
week, and when 
the 
report 
came. 
Sheriff Law rence, with his deputies, 
'Mahan, Newsome and Holly, left for 
the place of hiding. 


After locating the men and find­ 
ing th at they were arm ed with rifles, 
he sent Deputy M ahan back to (Wil­ 
burton for rifles and City M arshal 
Nowlin. The officers climbed the rock 
cliffs surrounding the fugitives, and 
when they were w ithin 
IOO yards 
they dem anded th at the men su r­ 
render. Their demand was answ ered 
by shots. M ahan 
and Nowlin who 
were the only ones in a position to 
answ er the fire, opened up, and after 
som ething like tw enty shots had been 
exchanged, it was found th at one of 
the outlaw s was dead, with two shots 
through his body and one through 
his head. Nowlin was shot through 
the lungs. Seeing his pal was dead, 
the other m an slipped down between 
the rocks and m ade his escape. M ar­ 
shal Nowlin will possibly recover. 


The dead outlaw ’s body was rem ov­ 
ed to Strange's undertaking estab­ 
lishm ent in this city, w here it will 
be held aw aiting identification. Two 
horses, two saddles, two W inchest­ 
ers and three autom atic revolvers, 
with a large bunch of keys and full 
set of b u rg lar’s tools, was recovered 
by Sheriff Lawrence.

The dead man was about 26 years 


old; six feet high, weight 175; bas 
brown eyes and black hair, and ju st 
behind the left ear there is a spot 
the. size of a silver dollar on which 
there is no hair. H e looks to be p art 
Indian.

hearts on the outside. W ithin was a 
card showing the picture of a lovely 
woman on a pedestal, looking tow ard 
the capitol. Clinging to her skirts was 
an unsightly crew , labeled pauper, 
mad man, idiot and crim inal. 'Beneath 
was this little m essage. 
“We 
be­ 
seech you to rem ove your women 
constituents from the ranks of the 
idiots, pauper, crim inal and insane.”

Mahan, Newsome and Holly left for 
the place of hiding 


After locating the men and find 


ing that they were armed with rifles 
he sent (Deputy Mahan back to Wil- 
burton for rifles and City Marshal 
Nowlin The officers climbed the rock 
cliffs surroiyidmg the fugitives, and 
when they were within 100 yards 
they demanded that the men sur- 
render Their demand was answered 
by shots 
rvlahan and Nowhn who 


were the only ones m a position to 
answer the fire opened up and after 
something like twenty shots had been 
exchanged it was found that one of 
the outlaws was dead with two shots 
through his body and one through 
his head

the lungs Seeing his pal was dead 
the other man slipped down between
